LORD CHANCELLOR. 


HEREAS the preſenting and bringing to a hearing Petitions for Liberty to prove ſeparate Debts, under a Joint Commiſſion of Bankrupt, or for the Choice 
of a new Aſſignee or new Aſſignees, upon the Death or Bankruptcy of an Aſſignee or Aſſignees; or for taking an Account of the Principal, Intereſt, and 
Coſts due upon Mortgage of the Bankrupt's Eſtate, and for Sale of the Eſtate for Payment thereof, and to prove the Deficiency as a Debt under the Commiſſion, 
tends to create unneceſſary Expence and Delay; I DO THEREFORE ORDER, That the Commiſſioners in a Joint Commiſſion againſt Two or more Bankrupts, 
ſhall be at Liberty, at any Meetinſyor Meetings for the Proof of Debts under ſuch Commiſſion, to admit the Proof of any ſeparate Debt or ſeparate Debts of any 
One or more of ſuch Bankrupts, under ſuch Joint Commiſſion ; and ſuch leparate Creditors ſhall be at Liberty to aſſent to, or diſſent from, the Allowance of the 
Certificate of the Bankrupt or Bankrupts, of wHom they ſhall be ſeparate Creditors. AND I DO FURTHER ORDER, That the Commiſſioners do cauſe diſtin 
Accounts to be kept of the joint Eſtate, and allo of ſuch ſeparate Eſtate or Eſtates; and that what ſhall be found to belong to the ſeparate Eſtate or Eſtates, ſhall 
be applied, in the Firit Place, in or towards Satisfa&tion of the Debts of the reſpective ſeparate Creditors; and in caſe there ſhall be any Overplus of the joint 
Eſtate, after all the joint Creditors tall be paid and ſatisfied their whole Demands, that the Share or Shares, Intereſt or Intereſts of the Bankrupt or Bankrupts, 
whoſe ſeparate Eſtate or Eſtates is, or are to be applied in Manner before directed in ſuch Overplus, be carried to the Account of his or their ſeparate Eſtate or 
Eſtates, and be applied in or towards Satisfaction of his or their ſeparate Debts ; and in cale there ſhall be any Overplus of the ſeparate Eſtate or Eſtates of ſuch 
Bankrupt or Bankrupts, after all their ſeparate Creditors ſhall be paid and ſatisfied their whole Demands, that the Overplus of ſuch ſeparate Eſtate or Eſtates, be 
carried to the Account of the joint Eſtate, and be applied in or towards Satisfaction of the joint Debts; and that the Coſts of taking ſuch Accounts be paid 
out of ſuch ſeparate Eſtate or Eſtates, and be ſettled by the Commiſſioners, in caſe the Parties differ about the ſame. AND I DO FURTHER ORDER, That in 
caſe an Aſſignee or Aſſignees of any Bankrupt or Bankrupts, ſhall become Bankrupt after the Date of this my Order, ſuch Bankrupt, Aſſignee or Aſſignees, ſhall 
be removed, and ſhall be no longer an Aſſignee or Aſſignees of the Eſtate and Effects of the ſaid Bankrupt or Bankrupts ; and that upon the Death or Bank- 
ruptcy which ſhall from henceforth happen of any Aſſignee or Aflignees, upon Application made to the major Part of the Commiſſioners named in the Commiſſion, 
and ſigned by any One or more of the Creditors who have or hath proved a Debt or Debts under the ſaid Commiſſion, and who 1s or are entitled to vote in the 
Choice of Aſſignees, the Commiſſioners ſhall cauſe due Notice to be given in the London Gazette, and in ſuch other of the public Papers as they ſhall think fit, of 
the Time and Place when and where they ſhall proceed to the Choice of a new Aſſignee or Aſſignees, in the Room and Stead of the ſaid deceaſed or Bankrupt 
Aſſignee or Aſſignees. AND I DO ORDER, That the Creditors who thall be preſent at ſuch Meeting, and who are intitled to vote in the Choice of Aſſignees, 
and any Perſon or Perſons duly authorized by any ſuch Credit or Creditors not preſent at ſuch Meeting, do then and there proceed to ſuch Choice accordingly ; 
and after ſuch new Aſſignee or Atſignees ſhall have been fo choſen, I DO ORDER, That all proper Parties do join in an Aſſignment of the Eſtate and Effects of 
| the ſaid Bankrupt. or Bankrupts, lo as that the ſame may be duly veſted in the new Aſſignee or Aſſignees, and in the ſurviving or ſolvent Aſſignee or Aſſignees (if 
any ſuch there be). AND! DO F URTHER ORDER, That when the Aſſignee or Aſſignees of any Bankrupt or Bankrupts ſhall have become Bankrupt, the 
Commiſſioners named in the Commiſſion or Commiſſions againſt ſuch Aſſignee or Aſſignees, do proceed to take an Account of the Eſtate and Effects of the 
| Bankrupt or Bankrupts come to the Hands of the Aſſignee or Alſignees, who ſhall have ſo become Bankrupt, and of his or their Aſſignee or Aſſignees, or to the 
Hands of any Perſon or Perſons by their or any of their Order, or for their or any of their Uſe ; in the taking of which Account the Commiſſioners are to make 
to all Parties all juſt Allowances. AND I DO F URTHER ORDER, That ſuch Parts of the Eſtate or Effects of the Bankrupt or Bankrupts whoſe Aſſignee or 
Aſſignees ſhall have ſo become Bankrupt, as ſhall be then remaining in Specie ; and allo all Books, Papers, and Writings, in the Cuſtody or Power of the ſaid 
Bankrupt Aſſignee or Aſlignees, or of his Aſſignee or Aſſignees relating to the ſaid Bankrupt or Bankrupts, or his or their Eſtate or Effects, be delivered over 
to the new Aſſignee or Allignees (if any ſuch ſhall have been choſen), and the ſolvent Aſſignee or Aſſignees, if any ſuch there be, or to the ſolvent Aſſignee or 
Aſſignees if no new Aſſignee or Aſſignees ſhall have been then choſen: And that ſuch new Aſſignee or Aſſignees if any ſuch ſhall have been then choſen; and the 
ſolvent Aflignee or Aſlignees (if any ſuch there be) or the ſolvent Aſſignee or Aſſignees only, if ſuch new Aſſignee or Aſſignees ſhall not have been choſen, 
be admitted Crednors under the Commission or Commissions againſt ſuch Bankrupt Assignee or Assignees, for what ſhall be ſo found due from the Eſtate or Effects 
of ſuch Bankrupt Assignee or Assignees; and for the better taking the Account before directed, all Parties are to be examined upon Interrogatories or otherwile, 
as the Commissioners ſhall think fit; and are to produce upon Oath before the ſaid Commissioners, all Books, Papers, and Writings, in their or any of their Cuſtody 
or Power, relative to the ſaid Bankrupt or Bankrupts, or his or their Eſtate or Effects, as the Commissioners ſhall direct. AND I DO F URTHER ORDER, 
That upon Application to the major Part of the Commissioners named in any Commission of Bankruptcy, by any Perſons or Perſons claiming to be a Mortgagee 9 895 
or Mortgagees of any Part of the Bankrupt's Eſtate or Effects, the ſaid Commissioners ſhall proceed to enquire whether ſuch Perſon or Perſons is, or are a Mortgagee or 
 Mortgagees of any Part of the Bankrupt's Eſtate or Effects, and for what Conſideration, and under what Circumſtances ; and if the Commissioners ſhall find ſuch 
Perlon or Perſons is or are a Mortgagee or Mortgagees of any Part of the Bankrupt's Eſtate or Effects, and no ſufficient Objection ſhall appear to the Title of ſuch 
Mortgagee or Mortgagees to the Sum claimed by him or them under ſuch Mortgage or Mortgages, that the Commiſſioners do then proceed to take an Account of 
the Principal, Intereſt, and Coſts, due upon ſuch Mortgage or Mortgages, and of the Rents and Profits of the mortgaged Premiſes received by ſuch Mortgagee or 
Mortgagees, or by any other Perſon or Perſons, by his, their, or any of their Order, or for his, their, or any of their Uſe, in cafe ſuch Mortgagee or Mortgagees ſhall 
have been in Poſſeſſion of the mortgaged Premiſes, or of any Part thereof; and that the Commissioners do then cauſe due Notice to be given in the London Ga- 
zette, and in ſuch other of the public Papers as they ſhall think fit, when and where the ſaid mortgaged Premiſes are to be Sold, before them, or by public Auc- 
tion at any other Place or Places, if they ſhall ſo think fit; and that ſuch Sale be made accordingly. AND I DO FURTHER ORDER, That all proper Parties 
do join in the Conveyance or Conveyances to the Purchaſer or Purchalers, as the ſaid Commissioners ſhall diret. AND I DO FURTHER ORDER, That the 
Monies to ariſe from ſuch Sale, be applied in the firſt Place, in Payment of the Expences attending ſuch Sale, and then in Payment and Satisfaction of what ſhall 
be found due to ſuch Mortgagee or Mortgagees, for Principal, Intereſt, and Coſts ; and that the Surplus of the ſaid Monies (if any) be paid to the Assignees of 
the Eſtate and Effects of the ſaid Bankrupt; But in caſe the Monies to ariſe from ſuch Sale ſhall be inſufficient to pay and ſatisfy what ſhall be ſo found due to 
ſuch Mortgagee or Mortgagees, I do Order, that ſuch Mortgagee or Mortgagees be admitted a Creditor or Creditors under ſuch Commission for ſuch Deficiency, 
and to receive a Dividend or Dividends thereon, out of the Bankrupt's Eſtate or Effects, rateably, and in Proportion with the reſt of the Creditors ſeeking 
Relief under the ſaid Commission; but ſo as not to diſturb any Dividend or Dividends then already made: And for the better making ſuch Enquiry, and ta. 
ſuch Account as aforeſaid, and making a Title to ſuch Purchaſer or Purchaſers, I DO ORDER, That all Parties be examined by the ſaid Commissioners upon 
| Interrogatories or otherwiſe, as the Commissioners {hall think fit, and do produce before the ſaid Commissioners upon Oath, all Deeds, Papers, and Writings, in 
3 their reſpective Cuſtody or Power, reldtivg to the Eſtate or Effects of the ſaid Bankrupt or Bankrupts, as the Commiſſioners ſhall direct.
